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“CATCHING MR. ARMOUR’S EYE.” 


Hardly a week passes that we do not have 
the pleasure of a call from some inventor, pat- 
entee or man of ideas, who has a scheme 
more or less promising, and who states to 
us that if he only succeeded in “catching 
Mr. Armour’s eye” with his innovation, his 
fortune would be made, “because Mr. Armour 
would buy it outright, making him wealthy 
at once.” “Whether we could or would be 
instrumental in bringing the matter to Mr. 
Armour’s notice, by an editorial or other- 
wise?” Now, what we know of Mr. P. D. 
Armour he is exceedingly good natured at 
times, but he does not allow everything ‘“‘to 
eatch his eye” that wants to be caught; on 
the contrary, we believe he does not allow 
things to “catch his eye” that he does not 
want to see. With the exception of “The 
National Provisioner,’ which he reads care- 
fully every Monday (and the reading of which 
is the only excuse which he has for coming 
down late to his office on Monday mornings), 
he does not allow any newspaper talk to wor- 
ry him. He has in his office, among other 
shrewd and well posted men, a very sagacious 
gentleman, who carefully prepares for him 
before 9 o’clock all clippings from newspa- 
pers and matters that might interest him, and 
just as carefully excludes subjects which he 
knows would not interest Mr. Armour. Be- 
sides this, these various inventors may take 
our word for it, that even if a thing does 
“eatch Mr. Armour’s eye” he does not at once 
set out to make that man whose property the 
invention is, wealthy, in spite of his charita- 
ble and philanthropic nature. Mr. Armour is 
a very careful and conservative business man 
and maintains an excellent staff to investigate 
all propositions that are made to him. He 
has such excellent lightning rods in the per- 
sons of Messrs. Favorite, Byrnes, Miles, Wil- 
son, Quinn, Evans and others, that very lit- 
tle is apt “to strike him” that he does not 
want to see or receive. We would ask, there- 
fore, kindly, that all persons who want to 
“catch Mr. Armour’s eye” should address 
themselves to his Chicago headquarters, La 
Salle street, and try their luck there, thereby 
saving our time and theirs. 





While there are signs of activity in the 
meat and provision trades, largely due to 
short crops and hog cholera in Europe, the 
general prosperity for which the provision 
trade has contracted together with others last 
November, has not been delivered yet. Prices 
are high and continue to advance. However, 
there does not seem to be the profits for the 
middleman and the smaller trader that used 
to exist, and that formerly gave him a good 
living. With the increase in business, profits 
seem to be growing smaller continuously, and 
it takes more and harder work to obtain the 
same results. 

The quantity of American dressed beef 
consumed in London and England generally 
now is so large that famine prices would 
govern the English market at once if ever the 
supply were cut off. The reason for the pop- 
ularity of this at first so much antagonized 
article of food is the excellent condition in 
which it is shipped and received, the uniform- 
ity of the cuts and the cleanliness and the 
general appearance, while in England farm- 
ers’ cattle come to town frequently in a 


bruised state, so that the-farmers lose on ac- 
count of the appearance, and the butchers 
by the damage done to the meat. 








The many improvements which we have 
made in “The National Provisioner” and the

BUTTER PLACATING LARD. 


Information comes to us that some of the 
large Western packers have made arrange- 
ments with creameries to ship butter to Eu- 
rope on a very extensive scale. This is tak- 
ing the bull by the horns in good fashion. 
Butter is certainly a very desirable article 
and a very clean one, so desirable that many 
attempts have been made to imitate it and 
replace it, but the farmers would not allow 
imitations, although in many instances they 
were superior to the original article. Butter 
is certainly the strongest competitor of lard, 
consequently if packers go into the butter 
business, it will in the first place make the 
farmers happy, but this we do not suppose 
is the ulterior motive of the packers, who 
make this move, in our opinion, purely as a 
matter of business. Butter brings more 
money in Europe than it does in fhe United 
States, and the purchase of butter in large 
quantities and the contracting for the entire 
output of large creaméries may have the prac- 
tical result of advancing the price of butter 
close to European figures, and, consequently, 
lard may have a chance to advance in sym- 
pathy. 

Lard is certainly neglected. It would have 
shown more strength this week had it not 
been for the yellow fever scare, which made 
buyers cautious, while packers were afraid 
that a spread of yellow fever would lessen the 
Southern demand, which is expected to begin 
next month and to continue during the fali. 
We believe that it is too late in the season for 
yellow fever or any other disease to spread 
in any dangerous degree, consequently the 
South will buy lard, and will buy more of it 
as the cooler season sets in. We still believe 
that lard is low, and will sell at higher fig- 
ures. The Chicago packers have been buying 
it this week on all reactions. Europe will 
buy it again as soon as it is higher and strong- 
er. It is a peculiarity with the German 
buyer that he never gives an order to pur- 
chase in a weak market, but as soon as the 
market is strong, he is in line and buys. Ris- 
ing markets always bring out buying orders. 
It is well to consider the fact again that in 
spite of very heavy slaughtering, the stocks of 
lard continue to decrease in an encouraging 
way, and that whatever there is of stocks 
is largely old lard, hardly fit for export and 
not desirable. Europe holds about 30,000 
tierces less than it did a year ago, and the 
only increase that can be seen is in the stock 
that is afloat, which in view of the decrease 
in European stocks shows, what we have 
plainly predicted for some time, that the Eu- 
ropean demand and consumption are constant- 
ly on the increase. After all, the consumptive 
demand will regulate prices, and with the in- 
creasing prosperity, the consumption will con- 
tinue to increase, and to all appearances sales 
will exceed supplies by far. Corn is looking 
up, and dearer corn means higher prices* for 
eattle and for hogs. We still believe in a 
very steady and healthy advance of all cattle 
and hog products. The markets in tallow and 
lard have so far justified our prediction, and 
we would advise buying on all reactions. 





Reports received from the corn growing sec- 
tions. of the country are to the effect that 
while the heat has helped corn to mature, so 
as to be largely out of the way of frosts, the 
hot, dry winds have hurt, at the same time, 
it some, and are apt to make the corn chaffy. 
Considerable hog cholera exists in Nebraska. 
Otherwise supplies are fair, but indications 
point to higher prices for live hogs.

present cautious policy with a development 
of a permanent advancing market, and which 
would probably come about with renewed ex- 
citement in grain and the dismissal of the 
present probably temporary scare over the 
yellow fever news. Just now the lard refin- 
ers are experiencing a lull in trading. The ship- 
ments of lard are, however, enormous on old 
buying and consignments. The general export 
movements from the Atlantic ports last week 
were 6,122 bbls. pork, 12,911,933 ID lard and 
16,690,718 Ib bacon, against the same time 
last year, 3,856 bbls. pork, 12,661,258 Ib lard 
and 13,926,155 ID bacon. Chicago shipments 
last week were 12,365,500 ID lard, against 
12,283,000 Ib same time last year, and of 
meats 22,721,259 pounds and 17,098,000 ID re- 
spectively. The quality of the hogs arriving 
im New York is not good—more of them 
coarse and undesirable. 

The hog supply is about up to the propor- 
tions for this time of the year; indeed the 
packing was about 60,000 head greater last 
week. But on the whole the supplies are now 
averaging well with last year, while they had 
gone latterly beyond it. The supplies of hogs 
have been taken up closely from day to day, 
but their strong and even higher prices has 
rested more upon the active takings up of 
meats all over the country and which have 
been way beyond the movement of last two 
years at this time, although it is conceded 
that the farmers are entertaining even higher 
views over values of hogs and are marketing 
them with a good deal of reserve. The prices 
of hogs are now so out of proportion to the 
products that it looks as though the farmers 
could hardly expect a much more material 
improvement in the prices of the swine at 
once, and that the products will first have to 
take the position of better values that are 
looked to for them. The news from the more 
prominent European countries concerning 
their hog supplies offers even more encourage- 
ment than latterly that Europe must be a 
much larger buyer of meats and lard. 

While there have been three years of re- 
markably low prices and a substantial ad- 
vance this summer, yet current prices all over 


the list of provisions may be regarded as 
cheap, and a _ substantial further advance 
among the probabilities and warranted under 
the developments latterly all around over 
grain and provisions. “Cash” Western lard 
sold last spring in the New York market at 
the remarkably low price of 3.6244; that it is 
to-day at about 5.15, or about 1% higher, does 
not mean that more than an ordinary rate is 
ruling, while on somewhat extraordinary con- 
ditions. The trade even now would probably 
be a little better if new lard was to be had at 
all freely, as all parties are inclined to ignore 
the old holdings. The city trade is very good 
in lard and meats, and there are a few orders 
here from neighboring and Southern markets 
for meats, but their prices are not coming up 
as they should with the cost of hogs. Chi- 
cago estimated its receipts of hogs for this 
week as 128,000 head. 

Concerning the spring wheat production in 
the Northwest, estimates are now being made 
of 145,000.000 bushels for the three States, 
with remark that the situation there is even 
poorer than expected, although later thresh- 
ing may change the prospects; and as relating 
to corn, that the weather conditions had not 
materially changed its prospects; that in some 
States that the reported deficiency yield and 
quality can now be calculated upon to a cer- 
tainty, although of course the next two weeks 
will be a critical time concerning the general 
out-turn. The expectations now are that the 
crop will be about 1,700,000,000 bushels. It 
might run down even to 1,500,000,000 bush- 
els, and as the lower estimate would come in 
the consideration of the about 500,000,000 
bushels carried over from the two previous 
crops, and which would not do more than 
meet the regular requirements of the year, 
and using up the old surplus. 

Beef has had little demand from the Eng- 
lish markets, where fair supplies are held, 
while prices have been a little uncertain, al- 
though held firmly. 

The reports from Australia were that the 
drouth there had broken up; even in districts 
which had suffered most, and that there had 
been some reaction there from excited views 
over products. 

Tuesday’s market in Chicago opened 12 
lower on pork, advanced 5, and closed 10 un- 
der Saturday, while ribs opened 7% lower, 
and closed at 2% decline, and lard opening 
2% lower, advancing 7% points, and closing 
5 higher than Saturday. The prices then 
were $8.75 for September pork, October at 
$8.621,@$8.75, closing at $8.75; November at 
$8.7214@$8.85, closing at $8.8214@$8.85; 
January at $9.70@$9.85, closing at $9.75 
asked; ribs at 5.62 for September, 5.55@5.65 
for October, closing at 5.62; December at 5.05, 
January at 5.05 asked; lard at 4.75@4.77 for 
September, closing at 4.75; October at 4.72@ 
4.80, closing at 4.80; December at 4.80@4.87, 
closing at 4.85@4.87; January at 5@5.02, clos- 
ing at 5.02.

City 
steam here has been taken at 4.90@5 for 450 
tes., and for export at near the price of West- 
ern, or 5.10@5.15 for 700 tes. Compound lard 
at 4%@5. Refined quoted at 5.50 for Con- 
tinent, 6 for South American and 7.10 for do. 
in kegs. Cut meats at 5 for pickled shoulders, 
84@8'% for pickled hams, 8 asked for 10-Ib 
average bellies, and 7% bid for 12-Ib average 
ditto. Pork has been taken at $9.25@$9.75 
for old mess for 600 bbls. for the provinces;

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TALLOW AND STEARINE., 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW.—The market in New York is 
still presenting a marked contrast in its ir- 
regularity, as against well defined strong and 
active position at the West. And to say that 
the held price of city tallow here is way above 
any price that has as yet been paid does not 
imply that it is at all extreme. On the con- 
trary, in usual seasons the West under cur- 
rent conditions would be buying here and 
finding a profit, as compared with values at 
its home points. Just why the West does not 
come in this market and relieve the situation 
when it is considered that city tallow is on 
offer here at 4, and in one instance at least 
200 hhds, at midweek at 3%, while packers’ 
grade had sold at Chicago at 44@4%, and 
edible there at 4%, while 4% was afterward 
asked for packers; the trade here do not feel 
that they are able to explain beyond the fact 
that for several months whenever a difference 
has appeared that would admit of a profit by 
the West buying here, it has put forward the 
reasons that its markets might drop back, 
and that the risk had better be avoided, while 
making claims that they are satisfied or at 
least know the quality of the goods that they 
have offered them there without running some 
experiments with outside miscellaneous offer- 
ings. Besides, it considers tallow not dear at 
current prices, and which does away with the 
clamor that would come about with the other 
consideration. The peculiarity of the New 
York market for some time has been against 
those parties who have an understood ar- 
rangement of making deliveries on contracts 
weekly. These people have been compelled 
right along for several weeks to turn in their 
outputs at 3% for city, as under the arrange- 
ment that the price for them should be based 
upon the latest previous sale, and which is 
unfortunate in the fact that not a sale of city 
has occurred in a month. At this writing 
(Wednesday) when it was learned that city 
could be had at 3%, one of the melters sub- 
ject to contract deliveries thought that it 
would be a good idea for him to buy 50 hhds. 
at that price, in order to fix a basis closer to 
the assumed actual value upon which to make 
the contract deliveries. At the same time 
there was an order here for a special lot of 
100 hhds. city at 4, and which the melter de- 
clined to sell under 44%. The melters’ views 
over prices outside of the offering at 3%, 
which probably represented a parcel from sec- 
ond hands, are 4@4% for city, and they are 
quite confident that the market must come 
up to their ideas. There are only two of the 
melters putting their make by, the rest of 
them either under regular contracts or filling 
old contracts at the 3% price, although there 
is a hope that before the close of the week 
there will be a change in the price to more 
closely approximate some of the held rates; 
if this occurs it will be noted at the close of 
this report. There was a lot of 100 hhds. city 
here owned by a Western speculator offered 
at 4. The large melters will not admit that 
they are holding so much tallow as the trade 
has credited to them latterly, but it is quite 
probable that over 3,000 hhds. are held here, 
although some portion of the make is going 
out in tierces. The sales in Chicago were 
4,000 tes. at 444@4% for packers’ and 4% for 
edible. The melters in the country are not 





furnishing more than moderate supplies to the 
New York market, as they are finding con- 
sumption for their makes at other points 
where the prices, as indicated, are better than 
here. There is hardly any edible grade being 
made here at present, although it is expected 
that two or three weeks from now that there 
will be a supply. The fine fat is being taken 
over for the oleo oil, and the pickings give 
very little of it for use for edible tallow. 
There was a lot offered here from Boston at 
4%, and it was considered that 4%@4% rep- 
resented nominal New York quotations for 
that grade. A little shock to the melters here 
was the announcement a few days since that 
the price of fat would be advanced with the 
beginning of September ‘4c. per TD. The ad- 
vance in fat was started by the recently or- 
ganized Butchers’ Association, to which the 
other melters at once conformed. The 100 or 
so members of the association furnish them- 
selves. about 50,000 Ib to 60,000 ID fat weekly. 
While this would not make a disturbing ele- 
ment, so far as concerns its production of tal- 
low, yei it was clear that the association was 
a factor over the prices of fat. As relates 
to its production of tallow, it might appear 
at any time upon the market for other sup- 
plies of fat. The country-made tallow arriv- 
ing here, while as before remarked, moderate, 
seems sufficient, in conjunction with the 200 
bhds. city that go in weekly on contracts, to 
satisfy the wants of the soap trade here, and 
which represents its distributing business of 
soap as picking up in a’ very moderate way, 
and not as yet sharing in any alleged in- 
creased general trading in manufactured 
goods. The sales of the country-made lots for 
the week have been 425,000 Ib; they have 
ranged in price all the way from 3% to 4, 
and occasionally 4%, as to quality, with 4 
about the outside in a general way for nice 
goods. The London auction sale to-day, 
Wednesday, showed unchanged prices from 
the previous week, with 2,000 casks offered, 
and half of it sold. 

On Thursday there was a lot of 100 hhds. 
city offered here from a Western speculative 
holder at 3%. This was afterward with- 
drawn, and an attempt to buy 50 hhds. city 
from a lot of 200 hhds. that had been of- 
fered from speculative holdings at 3% was 
not successful. It was thought that the 
weakness of the outside holdings was by rea- 
son of the Western soap trade having satis- 
fied their wants from the melters direct. The 
desire to buy the 50 hhds. at 3% was by a 
melter in order to make a better price for con- 
tract deliveries. The large melters here hold 
firm, but they must depend at present upon 
speculative demand. 

STEARINE.—Oleo stearine has gone up 
recently % at Chicago and % here, leaving 
the market at the former point at 6, at which 
150,000 ID were taken in Chicago, while 6 
would be paid in New York, with 6% asked, 
although an offer of 64% would probably be 
accepted. There had been 125,000 ID sold 
here at 6. The advancing market had back 
of it the very good home distribution for com- 
pound lard, both here and at the West, as the 
prices are attractive to the consumers by re- 
lation with pure lard. But as well has been 
the advanced prices for fat, of which there 
is not an abundant supply of suitable grades, 
although it is culled over closely in view of 
the steady full wants of the Rotterdam mar- 
kets of the oil, and the highly satisfactory 











price for the stearine by relation with tallow. 
Of course the sharp rise in the prices of the 
stearine narrows demands of the lard refin- 
ers, but the pressers are making deliveries on 
contracts and have only moderate holdings, 
while over which they are not expressing con- 
cern. Of course some portion of the confi- 
dence of the pressers rests upon an antici- 
pated upward movement of all commodities. 
Lard stearine is hardly worth more than oleo; 
it can be bought at 6 for city, while Western, 
if choice, would bring 5% to 6; there is little 
or no Western on offer here, while city is 
kept closely sold to export orders. Yellow 
grease stearine stands at about 35@3%, and 
white at 3%@4, while at the West about 4% 
more money is asked. But shippers still hesi- 
tate over the values, and prefer to await 
clearer indications of general market values. 

On Thursday it was possible to buy a few 
lots of oleo stearine here at 6, although the 
largest pressers were unwilling to take the 
price; a lot of 50,000 Ib city was then sold 
at 6. 

OLEO OIL.—There has been a little more 
offered upon the Rotterdam market, where at 
a sag of a florin in the price the butter mak- 
ers have taken up the offerings very well, and 
where the stock at the elose of last week had 
been reduced to 2,000 bbls. There have been 
sales of 500 tes. of best brands at 46@47 
florins, of which 200 tes. United and Har- 
rison, reported on Wednesday, at 46 florins. 
It is costing this week more to produce the 
oil, but its make is kept to the offerings of 
suitable grades of fat, since the advance in 
the stearine helps to do away with the disap- 
pointment of a want of response in the price 
of the oil 

On Thursday there were about 100 tes. 
more of best brands sold in Rotterdam at 46 
florins. 

ANIMAL OILS.—There has been a moder- 
ate movement in city lard oil to shippers, but 
beyond this little interest has been attached 
to the product, while there is a disposition to 
sell promptly by reason of the reaction in 
lard; quoted at 37@38. 

GREASES.—Current prices drive out ex- 
port interest in material form for some lead- 
ing grades, but there is a moderate call from 
the home trade. The strength of the market, 
which is showing some advance, is due to the 
small stocks, while where there are any im- 
portant lots to be had a price is put upon 
them which practically forbids business, “A” 
white could hardly be bought under 3%, 
while to 4 is asked. “B” white ranges from 
3% to 3%, but the outside figures represent 
more held rates; yellow at 24%@3, and bone 
at 2%,@3\, but business needed to clearly de- 
termine values. The extreme low grades con- 
tinue to go abroad, but all better qualities are 
hard to sell to shippers. Chicago prices are 
about 34% for “A” white, 3 for “B” white and 
2% for prime yellow.

PACKER HIDES.—A fair demand com- 
bined with a limited supply has again ad- 
vanced prices, and holders disposing of their 
wares are doing so at a handsome margin. 
Unbiased persons in a position to know claim 
that hides have now reached an altitude that 
will not admit of a further advance without 
a very prompt and very material advance in 
the price of leather, and that unless such a 
condition should transpire that it would be 
impossible to maintain present values. It is 
doubtful, however, if there will be any appre- 
ciable decrease in hide prices during the ex- 
istence of the scarcity, at least. The follow- 
ing prices show the firm tone of the present 
market: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
free of brands, have sold very freely during 
the past week, in all weights. Much stock 
sold at 11c., and 11%c., and present holdings 
eall for 11%4e. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, are closely sold up and in active re- 
quest at 10%e. 

COLORADO STEERS, 60 ID and up, have 
sold in large quantities at 9%4c., and present 
holdings are offering at 9%c., and would prob- 
ably command an increased figure were it 
not for an early prospect of more generous 
supply. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 ID and up, have 
been in very active request and numerous 
large sales have been made on a basis of 11c. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, 55 ID and up, are 
in light supply and sold in several small in- 
stalments at 104%4c. Under 55 I have had a 
fair call at 11e. 

BRANDED COWS are not in generous 
supply and have sold rather lightly. They 
are offering at 9c. 

NATIVE BULLS are closely sold up, sales 
including much old stock. The late salting is 
offering at 84%@9c. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—While the market is 
actually stronger, holders seem more disposed 
to concession than they have recently been. 
This is probably owing to the impression that 
many of the tanners are well stocked and are 
not disposed to buy ahead at present prices. 
We quote: 

No. 1 BUFFS, free of grubs and brands, 40 
to 60 Ib, have sold extensively during the 
past week at 10c.; No. 2, 9Y4c. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 Ib, have had 
a good call at 10%4c. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS have 
not been in very active request, and there is 
some accumulation. They are offering at 84 
@8\<ec. 

HEAVY COWS, free of grubs and brands, 
60 ID and up, have had a good call at 914c.; 
No. 2, 9c. 

NATIVE BULLS are still in meager sup- 

ply and quotable at 8c. 
~ CALFSKINS are (in the parlance of the 
street) climbing “to beat the band.” Large 
sales and a continued brisk demand adequate- 
ly characterizes the situation. No. 1 skins 
are easy sellers at 13c., while No. 2 are com- 
manding 11%4c. 

KIPS, 15 to 25 ID, have sold im small lots 
at 1144c.; No. 2, 10c. 

DEACONS are in light supply and prompt- 
ly bought at 50c. 

SLUNKS, offering at 27%4@30c. 

HORSE HIDES in active request and 
bringing the “high dollar” at $3@$3.10. 

SHEEPSKINS.—Market strong. Receipts 
light and promptly absorbed. Prospect of 
continued activity good. 

PACKER PELTS, $1@$1.50. 

COUNTRY PELTS, 80c.@$1.12%4.

KANSAS CITY. 


After very successful engineering the prices 
of Texas and native steers to the llc. mark, 
the packers find it hard work to break over 
this price. While some are demanding 11}4c., 
others are willing to sell at 11%4c., but the 
tanners are, up to the present writing, hold- 
ing back; they evidently do not like to cross 
this fatal line. Yet with the scarcity of na- 
tive steers at present on the market, if the 
11%c. mark .was obtained for the primest 
hides of the year—September native steers— 
it will not be surprising. On the other hand, 
should there be a holding back for a reason- 
able time of the tanners refusing to go over 
the 11c. mark, there is no doubt but that some 
of the packers will be weak enough to close 
out at 1lc., as they are well aware that this 
is a most magnificent price for the goods. The 
llc. mark. has also been reached for light na- 
tive ¢ows, and the tanners in like manner 
seem to hesitate to cross this line, though one 
of the heretofore most successful and far- 
sighted Boston brokers predicts a 12c. market 
for light native cows. In former years he has 
proven a pretty fair prophet, but it remains 
to be seen whether he is truly a prophet this 
year, or not. It will be some six weeks yet 
before the farmers in a general manner com- 
mence bntchering their cattle—as they do in 
the fall to supply their immediate neighbor- 
hood. When this commences native cows will 
decidedly be getting more plentiful, these are 
mostly sold as country buffs, and this will 
ease the stringency on the buff market in 
some respect, so if the 12c. mark is to be 
gained, it will come in a very short time. The 
commission men who should be posted on the 
matter, state that the run of Texas will not 
be as large as usual, but, on the other hand, 
the cattle are now coming forward from 
Wyoming, Idaho and the Northwestern 
States, and while there may be a lack of 
Texas cattle, there decidedly will be no scar- 
city of cattle whose hides will be classed as 
Colorados; and therefore though the Texas 
hides may be stiffer on this account, still the 
packers will have plenty of cattle to slaugh- 
ter and the Colorado pattern will be more 
plentiful. There will be no famine on this 
market. If the packers refuse to purchase 
plenty of cattie it will simply be because 
prices are too high. There is seemingly noth- 
ing to justify any anxiety on the part of the 
packers that hides will be lower for several 
months to come, as long as hides are at their 
primest; and there is decidedly nothing im the 
present prices to justify a packer to speculate 
and hold his hides out of the market. Leather 
is now moving freely at better prices, and if 
the tanners will allow themselves to be brow- 
beaten by the leather manufacturer, it de- 
cidedly is their own fault, and they are not 
taking lessons from the manner in which the 
packers have most successfully forced the 
prices of hides to their legitimate value. The 
fear of losing a customer has been costly to 
some tanners, who disposed of leather at 
prices which did not justify in selling, taking 
the price of hides into consideration on the 
day such sales were made. The present scar- 
city of leather, with the good demand which 
is sure to follow on the heels of the present 
prosperity of all staple articles, forces one to 
think that the outlook is very promising for 
a good steady business on a solid basis—and 
om such a basis the packer is a too level- 
headed person to indulge in the dream of 
speculating on hides; selling is the order of 
the day, and they will never regret it, for 
every hide that they sell is a stepping stone 
to a firmer basis, if not to slightly higher 
prices. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The packers have no 





trouble in disposing of their slaughter at very 
fair prices indeed, one packer cleaning out his 
lambs at 70c. and his short wool shearlings 
at 55c., on basis of Chicago freight. Another 
packer, the largest slaughterer, could have 
easily cleaned out all they had, but they are 
sort of standing on the fence waiting for 
higher prices, not caring to offer any, de- 
manding for fine Western lambs 75c. each. 
There is no supply on this market of any 
amount and plenty of people are making in- 
quiries for them. The packers have the call, 
without a mistake. 


BOSTON. 


Local tanners are apparently surfeited, as 
they are buying indifferently. Despite this, 
however, the market is firm. Receipts are 
moderate and would doubtless be more 
promptly absorbed at lower prices. We quote:

NEW ENGLAND HIDES, 9%ce. flat. 

CALFSKINS are scarce and high. 

SHEEPSKINS, ditto. 


PHILADELPHIA. 


Prices are very firm and sales have been 
brisk.

SUMMARY. 


The packers continue to revel in high prices. 

Their increase or maintenance even are, 
however, thought to be contingent on higher 
prices for leather. It seems now as though 
the entire situation depended on these leather 
prices. For several weeks past higher prices 
have been asked for leather, but it is only 
within a comparatively short time that orders 
at old prices have been generally “turned 
down.” The great majority of the tanners 
and dealers are demanding more for their 
leather, and declining to sell unless at the 
new figure. If the higher leather prices pre- 
vail for a season they will tend to create a 
demand for hides, which, combined with the 
light supply, will send the latter to the “high 
dollar” with a vengeance. If higher prices for 
leather cannot be maintained the influence on 
hide values must be depressing. It is a posi- 
tive fact that at the late relative values of 
hides and leather the tanners were not in it, 
and that an increased price for their wares 
is the only feasible method contributing to

WEEKLY REVIEW. 
A DULL AND EASIER MARKET. 


Conditions this week have changed from 
extreme firmness to a feeling of slight weak- 
ness with modifications of some of the recent 
extreme views. Yet this has been apparent 
more upon the few outside holdings. Some lots 
that had been bought by outside speculators, 
limited in amount, together with a few dock 
have been urged upon rather an unwill- 
ing market at about “ec. decline. The leading 
company has practically stood off from buy 
ing, and until it gets ready to stand in and 
take up whatever surplus appears it is hardly 
probable that there can be other than a drag- 
ging market, and to the advantage of the 
few buyers whose wants would be satisfied 
with small lots. But this does not imply that 
the general situation is without a good under- 
The stock is too moderate for inability 
to control it, with the active consumption of 
a character to closely clean up the supplies 
before new oil can appear at all freely. At 
present the exporters can do little, although 
it is apparent that Northern Europe wants 
oil, while a few bids come along from Italy. 
Shipments are being made steadily from the 
hands of the principal owners, but their sup- 
plies are finding a good outlet, mainly from 
the wants of their dependent consuming con- 
cerns, whose consumption for compound lard 
and soap have greatly enlarged latterly. It is 
well understood now that never before has a 
season gone out so closely to indicate that 
natural requirements will closely consume 
stocks before new oil can appear as upon this 
last crop. There is a month’s consumption

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seed and cake, are likely to disappear this 
year with the prospective large cotton crop, 
which would offer a supply of seed beyond 
any wants of the planters to leaving the mills 
in aposition moreto say what the seed is worth 
to them with any market for oil. Then again 
the experiences of the mills for two or three 
years over their seed supplies and their cost 
and the unfavorable development of the oil 
market have led to a stronger determination 
this year among them to fix more upon uni- 
form prices to pay for seed in the several dis- 
tributing centers, and which would be regu- 
lated to the values of their productions. Of 
course there is the possibility of a breaking 
away from any understanding over the seed 
prices in the event of a favorable development 
of the oil and cake interests. Last year, as is 
well known, gave the smallest crop of cotton 
oil since it has assumed marked importance 
in productions. But this year it looks, from 
current indications, like rather a large yield 
of oil. The production will be encouraged by 
the present satisfactory prices for oil and the 
generally improved business outlook, and may 
reach decidedly large proportions if the cot- 
ton crop turns out as now indicated, with the 
consequent large surplus of seed, and the 
possibility of getting them without the plant- 
ers being indifferent over bids. It may be a 
question of large supplies vf oil that the mar- 
ket will have to contend with this year, since 
genera! European markets will probably have 
freer assortments to draw upon as well from 
English sources, as the Egyptian cotton crop 
will be larger, with it now estimated at about 
1,000,000 cantars over last year. 


Favorable features are the well understood 
short olive crop in Italy, the small stocks in 
Europe of American cotton oil, the looked for 
decidedly higher prices for provisions and all 
fats, and the coming up of business in com- 
pound lard. There will be, however, an 
abundant supply of peanut and sesame oils. 
Just here it might be mentioned that there is 
a good deal of interest centering upon the de- 
velopments of the olive crop in California, 
where the production this year is much larger; 
some of the trade believe that within the 
next two or three years that the California 
olive crop will lead in attention the out-turns 
of the foreign countries, as a good many new 
orchards are steadily coming in. 


The compound lard refiners here and at the 
West have shown at the recent outside prices 
for cotton oil, indifference, while having se- 
eured fair assortments previously for near 
use are for the most part working them up 
rather than figuring further, with hopes that 
the position for the oil will be a little more in 
their favor if they can get along over Septem- 
ber. But through that month it looks as 
though the market would be mainly at the 
pleasure of the holders of the moderate 
stocks, with its close concentration, and es- 
pecially for strictly prime lots. There are 
some outside lots held that may be put out 
at a little less money, but some of them would 
just pass as prime oil. Buyers have an ad- 
vantage on any offerings of the oil that are 
not prime, and exceptionally favorable prices 
at times in the efforts to close them out. Up 
to the present time, since the close of last 
week, there have been sales of 2,200 bbls. 
prime yellow at 2744@28, f. o. b., and 600 


bbls. strictly prime ditto at 28% free 
on board, and 2,500 bbls. ditto for 
October, November and December deliveries, 
at 27@28. The West has been picking up a 
little new crude; it paid 19’for 5 tanks in 
Texas for September and October deliveries. 
In Alabama 19 was bid for small lots of new 
crude, and 20 asked, and 2 tanks at length 
sold there, believed to be at 19%. The prin- 
cipal inquiry in Texas is from Mexico, where 
the new crude is being taken up almost as 
fast as offered, while there is every prospect 
of this Mexican demand continuing liberal. 
Some lots of crude have been obtained in 
Texas for Mexico at 18% for loose, and the 
closing market there is 19 bid for crude in 
bulk. The market here on prime yellow, as 
compared with last year at this time, is 444@5 
higher, while it is hardly 1c. more than the 
value of the previous year, and is really hold- 
ing to about the basis that would be natural- 
ly looked for under ordinary conditions of af- 
fairs. There have been sales here of 1,000 
bbls. off-grade to nearly prime yellow at 26, 
26% and 27. Butter oil is quoted at 30@32, 
and white oil at 29% to 31. 

There are none of the mills as yet opened at 
the Atlantic points. A few of them will start 
up in the coming week. But in Southern 
Texas they are mostly running, while in 
Northern Texas operations have hardly be- 
gun. In Georgia 19 might be obtained for 
crude in bulk for deliveries the latter part of 
September and early October, while for near 
deliveries 19 was bid at some of the other 
near Atlantic points. 

The English market has not made a fur- 
ther advance, but it is regarded as firm, since 
it has to supply most of the Mediterranean 
demands. England would buy a low grade of 
oil here at 2544, but beyond this it would not 
touch this market at its figures. Crushing con- 
tinues in England in using up held supplies 
of seed, and the Hull market is quoted at 14s. 
6d. spot, and 14s. 444d. for November to April 
deliveries. 

There were attempts to get bids from the 
Mediterranean for a good off-yellow here, 
which was offered at 27, but the Italian and 
French markets mainly await the future, and 
meanwhile draw upon their accumulations 
and upon English supplies. The soap trade is 
steadily using a fair quantity of cotton oil 
here and at the West, and it is hardly in the 
market for further supplies; it has fair accu- 
mulations; the leading Southwest concerns 
are getting supplies in some degree on con- 
tract deliveries, while the increasing make of 
soap containing cotton oil is in part supplied 
by the leading cotton oil company. 

The supplies of cotton oil upon the New 
York market outside of the holdings of the 
American will hardly exceed 8,000 bblis., 
while in the South there are only scattered 
small lots here and there, so the statistical po- 
sition at least is clear and encouraging, and 
the market is only a little doubtful over new 
oil, and the slight fluctuations that may occur 
for the small outside lots of old oil, though the 
American Company would probably take care 
of any pressed lots for spot when it saw its 
interest to do so, and thereby keep the posi- 
tion it should hold from the general statistical 
position. On Thursday there was a halting 
market, pending buying interest of the Amer- 
ican Company, although there were some 


cables here asking offers on 4,000 bbls., with- 
out naming a price. The market is considered 
in a nominal way at 28 for prime yellow, al- 
though there are some strictly prime lots held 
at 29. At the same time there are scattered 
lots of prime yellow on dock and from specu- 


lators’ hands on offer at 27%. There was 
business reported from Texas to Mexico at 
19 for crude, and reports of sales through the 
South of 8 tanks crude in bulk, in lots, to 
come here, and also to the West, at 19, and 
to convenient transportation points 19 is fur- 
ther bid, with the current business in de- 
liveries through this month.

The continued dry weather in different sec- 
tions has already showed a marked effect on 
the receipts of cattle. Feeders in the country 
for lack of water are already commencing to 
drive in cattle that should not be thrown on 
the market. It is hoped that the dry weather 
will soon break up, for these heavy receipts 
have a demoralizing effect on all classes of 
eattle, and taking the market all around it 
showed a weakness from the previous week 
of from 15e. to 25c. per 100 pounds, lost to 
the shipper. The highest price paid during 
the past week for fat cattle of 1,678 pounds 
average was $5.35. To be sure other lots 
sold at $5.25, $5.20, $5.15, and so on down 
the scale, and while the exporters did not re- 
ceive all the cattle that they could have used, 
still the packers had a bountiful supply of 
what is called “warmed up” fed Western 
steers to draw upon. ‘To be sure the fat cat- 
tle even at the lower prices of this week still 
gave good gains to the feeder; for instance: 
Last March some Coloradoes of 800 pounds 
average were purchased on this market at 
$3.25 per 100 pounds, were driven back to the 
market last week, weighed 1,365 pounds avy- 
erage, sold at $4.90, and showed a good gain, 
and surely ample difference in price to make 
the feeder feel pretty well. Another bunch 
of about 100 was purchased last March, rang- 
ing from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds average, pur- 
chased at prices varying at $3.00@$4.35, were 
driven to the market last week, and 73 head 
of 1,485 pounds average were sold to the 
United Dressed Beef Company at $5.00; the 
balance of the bunch, of 1,220 pounds aver- 
age, sold at $4.50.

There were, however, some 
good Western cows and heifers on the mar- 
ket, and one day being more than usual, the 
market was dropped 15c. by the watching 
packers. Some cows of 1,160 pounds aver- 
age went as high as $4.25 Heifers ranged 
all the way from $3.50 to some 440 pounds 
average going at $3.90, and some 770 pounds 
average going at $4.00. Native bulls were in 
fair supply and good demand, ranging all the 
way from $3.00 to 1,530 pounds average at 
$3.75. Some Western cows sold as high as 
$3.40, and also some Wyoming cows at the 
same price. There was a good supply of 
Western fed during the past week, and prices 
were, therefore, a little easier. The plain 
dressed beef cattle were pretty dull, the pack- 
ers not showing any anxiety to purchase such. 
Some 1,287 pounds average fed Texas were 
sold at $4.50, while a bunch of 100 of 1,452 
pounds average sold at $3.80. Some Western 
fed Texas cows of 976 pounds average sold 
at $3.00. Some Western bulls of 1,300 pounds 
average sold at $3.40.

Sausage manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking for a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers.

Indentification of Oils and Fat. 

Properly, the methods of identifying and 
isolating the different oils and fats should be 
looked for in works on food adulteration. 
There are, however, many characteristics of 
these glycerides which can be advantageously 
discussed in a work of this kind. Many cases 
arise in which the analyst is called upon to 
determine the nature of a fat and discover 
whether it be admixed with other glycerides. 
It is important often to know in a given case 
whether an oil be of animal or vegetable 
origin. Many of the methods of analysis al- 
ready described are found useful in such dis- 
crimination. For instance, a large amount of 
soluble or volatile acids in the sample under 
examination, would indicate the presence of 
a fat derived from milk, while the form of 


the crystals in a solid fat would give a clue 
to whether it were the product of the ox or 
the swine. In the succeeding paragraphs will 
be briefly outlined some of the more import- 
ant additional methods of determining the 
nature and origin of fats and oils of which 
the history is unknown. 

The data obtained by means of the methods 
which have been described, both physical and 
chemical, are all useful in judging the char- 
acter and nature of a glyceride of unknuwn 
origin. The colorations produced by oxidizing 
agents, in the manner already set forth, will 
be found useful, especially when joined to 
those obtained with cottonseed and sesame 
oils, yet to be described. For instance, the 
red coloration produced by nitric acid of 1.37 
specific gravity is regarded by some authori- 
ties as characteristic of cottonseed oil as well 
as the reduction by it of silver nitrate. The 
coloration tests with silver nitrate and with 
phosphomolydiec acid are also helpful in clas- 
sifying oils in respect of their animal or vege- 
table origin. The careful consideration of 
these tests, together with a study of the num- 
bers obtained by treating the samples with 
iodin, and the heat of bromination and sul- 
furic saponification is commended to all who 
are interested in classifying oils. In addition 
these reactions a few specific tests are 
added fer more detailed work. 

Consistence.—It has already been said that 
oils are mostly of vegetable origin and the 
solid fat of animal derivation. In the animal 
it would be a source of disturbance 
to have in the tissues a large body of fat 
which would remain in a liquid state at the 
normal temperature of the body. Nearly all 
the animal fats are found to have a higher 
melting point that the body containing them. 
An exception is found in the case of butter 
fat, but it should be remembered that this 
fat is an excretion and not intended for tissue 
building until it has undergone subsequent 
digestion. Fish oils are another notable ex- 
ception to the rule, but in this case these 
oils can hardly be regarded as true glycerides 
in the ordinary sense of that term. 

In general, it may be said that a sample of 
a glyceride, which in its natural state re- 
mains liquid at the usual room temperature is 
probably an oil of vegetable origin. Fish oils 
have also an odor and taste which prevent 
them from being confounded with vegetable 
oils. Im oils which are manufactured from 
animal glycerides, such as lard oil, the dis- 
crimination is more difficult, but peculiarities 
of taste and color are generally perceptible.

Preserved Meats. 


Methods of Examination.—In general the 
methods of examination are the same as those 
applied in the study of fresh meats. The con- 
tents of water, salt and other preservatives, 
fat and nitrogenous matters are of most im- 
portance. When not already in a fine state, 
the preserved meats are run through meat 
cutters until reduced to a fine pulp. Most 
potted meats are already in a state of sub- 
division well suited to analytical work. 

Estimation of Fat.—In preserved meats, as 
well in fresh, it preferable to adopt 
some method which will permit of the decom- 


as is 








position of the other organic matters and the 
separation of the fat in a free state. The 
most promising methods are those in milk 
analyses for the solution of nitrogenous mat- 
ters. Sulfuric of hydrochloric acid may be 
used for this purpose, preference being given 
to sulfuric. The separated fats may be taken 
up with ether or separated by centrifugal ac- 
tion. A method of this kind for preserved 
meats, suggested by Hefelmann, is described 
below. 

About six grams of the moist preserved 
meat are placed in a calibrated test tube and 
dissolved in 25 cubic centimeters of fuming 
hydrochloric acid. The tube is placed in a 
water-bath and quickly heated to boiling, 
and kept at that temperature for half an 
hour. About 20 cubic centimeters of cold 
water are added and the temperature lowered 
to 30°; then 20 cubic centimeters of ether and 
the tube gently shaken to promote the solu- 
tion of the fat. When the ether layer has 
separated, its volume is read and an aliquot 
part removed by means of a pipette, dried 
and weighed. The separation of the ethereal 
solution is greatly promoted by whirling.

The most important of these bodies are 
sulfurous, boric, benzoic and salicylic acids, 
common salt, potassium and sodium nitrates, 
formaldehyd, saccharin and hydronephthol.

SAUSAGE RECIPES. 
HOW TO MAKE BEST METT SAUSAGE. 


We distinguish between Brunswick or 
Thuringian Mett sausage and the Dutch sau- 
sage. The former is finer. For both kinds 
the residues left from making cervelat sau- 
sage are used, which owing to their sinewy 
and fatty nature are not well adapted for 
other kinds of sausage. We will begin with 
the second class of sausage. 

To each 100 ID half fat pork, use 63% oz. 
salt, 5 6-10 oz. white ground pepper, 4 oz. 
cane sugar, 2 oz. powdered potass. saltpeter. 
Mix all this before chopping, then chop the 
meat to about half a walnut size, add the 
spice and continue chopping, frequently turn- 
ing the mass upside down on the block, to 
about pea size; then break it open several 
times from right to left. Stuff tightly into 
narrow hog casings, to weigh about 1 ID to 
1% ID per piece, and tie the ends round to-

Treat altogether like cervelat 
sausage, but fill into so-called narrow hog 
casings of larger size, to weigh about 1% to 2 
Tb) apiece. Dry and smoke just as cervelat 
sausage. The casings should be fresh and 
well salted, and not too narrow. 


SOAPMAKING. 
No. 60. 
POINTS IN MAKING MOTTLED; SOAP. 


The manufacture of mottled soaps requires 
much care and attention. Essential points 
are: Olear lye—to which end the solution of 
drum caustic should be left for four or 
five days to clear before use; fresh, good palm 
kernel oil, since old, rancid oil will lead to 
the soap settling out; clear potash and brine 
solutions; and careful weighing of all the in- 
gredients. 

Occasionally the palm kernel oil will re- 
quire more lye than at other times, the varia- 
tions amounting to 8 per cent.; and in sum- 
mer the soap is more fluid than in winter, and 
therefore more liable to settle, while if 
crutched too much it becomes thick and crys- 
tallizes less effectively than if left at rest, so 
that it has to be more sharply fitted. 

The following proportions of materials have 
proved satisfactory for the yield indicated in 
each case:

(The coloring is composed of 40 parts 38°— 
40° waterglass, 40 parts water, 10 parts 20° 
B. lye, 1 part Eschweg red or blue, or for 
grey, half blue and half black.) 

Commencing work after midday the fats 
are melted, mixed with the lye and potash 
solution, and heated until combination is thor- 
oughly effected before the brine is added, 
otherwise the soap will settle out. Then the 
cuttings (of mottled soap only) are added, and 
the temperature raised to about 205° F. 
Meanwhile the coloring is prepared and a test 
made with a bucketful of the soap. If too 
weak, marbling appears at once in long 
streaks, and in such case a few pounds more 
lye are crutched in; on the other hand, the 
soap remains evenly colored if too strong, the 
correct mean being attained when the marb- 
ling appears in very small dots. After mixing

in the color a bucketful of soap is taken out 
and the kettle covered up over night. If in the 
morning the test sample exhibits small marb- 
lings and the soap in the kettle (at about 
144° F.) has not settled out, all is in order. 
Otherwise it must be crutched again and left 
for an hour at about 170° F. When gradual 
crystallization ensues the soap is put into 
frames holding about a ton apiece and exam- 
ined at the end of half an hour, being then 
crutched and tested again and again at sim- 
ilar intervals until right, whereupon the door 
and windows are opened for the admission of 
air to insure rapid cooling, when no further 
attention will be required. 





COCOANUT OIL SOAPS. 


The best kind of frames for cocoanut oil 
soaps are wooden ones, holding about 4 ewt., 
since in iron frames the soap cannot combine 
and heat so regularly that the entire block is 
fit for use, the lower portion cooling by radia- 
tion to such an extent as to impair the qual- 
ity, a defect unnoticeable when wooden 
frames are used. 

Another cause of imperfection is the use of 
strong lye (40° B.), whereby less regular sa- 
ponification is effected, and rancidity fre- 
quently results. It is therefore advisable not 
to have the lye stronger than 35° B. 

When fat is used in conjunction with this 
oil, the best proportion is from 33 to 50 per 
cent., the soap thereby acquiring a more per- 
manent lather and increased economy in use, 
so that it is able to rival the majority of those 
prepared by milling. By the judicious use of 
sugar, potash and salt, these soaps can be in- 
creased by 100 per cent., without their ap- 
pearance differing from that of unfilled soap.

METHODS OF SECURING TRADE. 


During September the number of commer- 
cial travelers that start from New York for 
Central and South America and the West 
Indies will probably be larger than any other 
month of the year. 

This year will be no exception to the rule; 
on the contrary, considerable activity seems 
to be on foot, and the number of travelers 
that are getting ready for their trip of four 
to six months’ duration to 
than for some years previous. “Some years 
ago,” member of a large provision 
house situated in the Produce Exchange 
building, “more than 75 per cent. of our ex- 
port business was done through local export 
commission merchants. They were practically 
the only merchants that would send travelers 
to foreign countries, thereby controlling the 
trade. The situation is very different to-day. 
A provision house wishing to properly intro- 
duce their particular brand abroaa and re- 
tain the trade, in order to do it effectually, 
must send their own traveler every year to 
those markets best suited for their goods. In 
this way they are better able to find out ex- 
actly who they have to compete with in cer- 
tain markets and get other details which are 
difficult to otherwise obtain. A traveler for an 
export house has usually so many different 
lines to look after that unless he makes a spe- 
cialty of a certain branch of trade and sticks 
to that branch his reports are liable to be mis- 
leading. It has beem the experience of lard 
and pork packers and mill owners in sending 
travelers abroad, that a good provision sales- 
man cannot also make a good hardware, dry 
goods or machinery salesman. Due to these 
facts are the reasons why there are more for- 
eign provision salesmen to-day than ever be- 
fore, and that they will keep increasing is also 
an assured fact.

It has been a dear lesson to 
a number of provision merchants making ar- 
rangements with a traveler who probably rep- 
resented from ten to fifteen different lines, 
not account of the small remuneration 
which they contributed toward his traveling 
expenses and salary for three or six months, 
but for the reason that a good market has 
oftentimes been lost wherein if properly rep- 
resented at first a compensating trade could 
have been carried on.” In the European mar- 
kets still greater precaution is necessary in 
the provision line on account of competition. 
According the views of an experienced 
salesman for a prominent Broad street flour 
firm, who makes yearly trips abroad, “a sales- 
man in order to meet with any degree of suc- 
cess, no matter what the line of provisions 
may be, must be an expert, otherwise he is a 
total failure.’—Journal of Commerce.

HOGS IN MEXICO. 


Editor “The National Provisioner:”’ 

We notice in “The National Provisioner” 
an article on Texas hogs for Mexico. We 
would like to give our reasons why hogs are 
not being shipped to Mexico. It lack of 
margins, in the first place, and perhaps our 
double-deck stock cars would not bring back 
enough silver to pay for the losses. Mexican 
hogs are being sold in Mexico City on a basis 
of about $8 per ewt., silver, whereas Ameri- 
ean hogs in Kansas City to-day would cost 
$4.25 gold, delivered in Mexico $6 gold, ex- 
change $2.50, making the hogs cost about $15 
in silver, as against Mexican hogs for S8- 
that is why we quit shipping hogs to Mexico. 

Since 1889 we have shipped perhaps 95 per 


is 





cent. of all the hogs that have gone into 
Mexico. We use nothing but prime heavy 


lard hogs weighing from 300 ID to 400 ID; it 
is the only class of hogs that will stand ship- 
ping. Mexico has capacity for raising her 
own food supplies, and as long as the present 
rate of exchange is against the importation 
of American products, so long will Mexico be 
compelled to use her home products. 

As to the method of utilizing hogs in Mex- 
ico, they are not strangers to modern ways, 
for our firm built, in connection with a Mex- 
ican syndicate, a modern plant with facilities 
for manufacturing ice, refining of lard, soap 
and candles. 

The duty on American hogs at present is 
14oc. per kilo, equal to about T5c. per ewt., or 


$3 per head. The slaughter house tax in 
Mexico City is $4.12 per head. 
We mention these items, for we are fa- 


miliar with the workings and the customs of 
the country.

DOORS ON COOLING ROOMS 
ICE BOXES. 


The losses about cooling rooms and ice 
boxes, on account of the doors, amount in a 
year to a great deal of money, and merit at- 
tention from the management more than 
many other little economies that are well 
looked after. 

The doors often work badly, and because of 
this and the time consumed in using the un- 
handy fasteners, they are generally allowed 
to stand ajar, when a convenient arrangement 
would be quickly closed after the workman. 

The door padded on the edges is the worst 
of these. It does well enough on a railroad 
ear, where it gets effectively closed and is 
not opened frequently, but not for situations 
where actively used. This style of door is 
made to bind a little on the front edge while 
still several inches ajar, and is customarily 
left this way when in use most of the day. 

Now, while this makes the front edge near- 
ly tight, it holds the top, the hinge edge and 
the bottom often near half an inch open. 

The cost of this in coal or in ice must be 
very great, and the effectiveness of the rooms 
much diminished by the resulting higher tem- 
perature and greater dampness. 

We would be glad to receive suggestions on 
this subject, either from producers or con- 
sumers.

CHICAGO PROVISION MARKET. 

The speculative market in provisions has 
been rather nervous the past week, and at 
the opening yesterday a decline was evi- 
dent, and prices were lower; this was attrib- 
uted to the reports of yellow fever in the 
South. The selling was for most part for out- 
side account, while the packers, particularly 
Swift and Armour, gave the market their 
support, Armour taking ribs. The buying 
Was on a scale to prevent any significant de- 
cline. At the close prices rallied. The feei- 
ing in the trade is that it is too late in the 
year for an epidemic of yellow fever to get 
much headway. The cash demand is good. 
The conduct of the market in view of the 
anxiety over the Southern position was taken 
as proof that the liquidation of the long pro- 
ducts had been pretty complete. The returns 
of the stocks of provisions on hand were rather 
disappointing. ‘The supplies of mess pork and 
short rib sides being larger than generally 
anticipated. Returns from the packing from 
the West exhibit an increase of about 60,000 
hogs. The aggregate increase since March 
1 is about 1,600,000 hogs. 

With the strong cash market at home and 
the continued foreign demand for provisions, 
coupled with the advance in corn, in spite of 
excessive receipts, we feel that the coming 
week will show material gains in the prices 
of hog products, and would advise the holding 
for better prices. Chicago packers slaugh- 
tered hogs last week as follows: Armour, 29,- 
OOO; Anglo-American, 14,800; Boyd & Lun- 
ham, 7,800; Chicago, 6,900; Continental. 
3.400; Hammond, 3,700; International, 7,600; 
Lipton, 7.500; Morris, 10,000; Swift, 20,000, 
and butchers, 6.900, making a total of 117,- 
600, against 93,800 the previous week, 109, 
600 a year ago, and 56,300 two years ago.

THE GLUE MARKET. 


Much of an analogy exists between the 
leather and the hide stock glue markets. 
Since 1895 the raw material of hide stock 
glue has ruled high and to-day it is very firm. 
Meanwhile, until the past month, there was 
considerable glue in the market and a very 
moderate demand. Prices kept down to a low 
and uneomfortable level and the factories 
were unable to get adequate returns. But 
with the general revival of manufacturing in- 
dustries, however, the consumption of glue is 
steadily increasing. The present demand, 
which is good, has failed to affect prices so 
far, but there is no disposition to sacrifice on 
the part of holders. Then the fact that for- 
eign glues have been for the past year higher 
than the domestic make, having responded to 
the increased price of glue stock more freely, 
roves an important factor in the situation. 
With the improved demand and steadily re- 
dueed stocks on hand, it seems evident that 
hide stock glues must reach a higher plain of 
prices in the near future. The lower grades 
of glue which are made of bones and foot 
stock have brought a higher proportionate 
price for the past two years than hide stock 
glues. But there is a large production and a 
very fair stock on hand and as the demand is 
increasing, it is expected that prices will con- 
tinne firm. There is a steady development 
both in quantity and quality in the manufac- 
turned glues in this country. Several new fac- 
tories are being established and confidence in 
the future prevails through the entire indus- 
try. We quote:

CALEF’S REVIEW OF THE MARKET. 


Mr. H. W. Calef, of New York, reviewing 
the tallow market this week, says: 

Tallow: The ec. h. clearances from this 
port in August amounted to only 2,130,200 
Ibs. of tallow, but 4,403,200 Ibs. of grease. 
During the same time 4,500 tons, approxi- 
mately, left Australia and New Zealand. 

When my latest circular was issued it 
seemed as if the advance were a little prema- 
ture. It was soon, however, followed by a 
quickening of the demand; and after the 
middle of the month the strength of the mar- 
ket was more plainly apparent, with sales in 
Chicago at 4c. for prime packers’ stock. Dur- 
ing this time, and to some extent since, man- 
ufacturers bought very freely. European 


| markets improved, but not enough to justify 


heavy shipments; and not only was the for- 
eign demand narrowed in amount, but its 
sources were fewer. It was believed that 
the home demand would maintain rates until 
exporters should relieve us of whatever ac- 
cunmulations might be made. Up to yester- 
day, notwithstanding the excited and general- 
ly strong market, the price of City tallow had 
remained without quotable change, as far as 
actual sales were concerned. 4c¢. was the 
nominal rate. At the Wesr, sales of fine 
goods were made at 44, 4% and 45%: and 
even 4% was demanded for special lots in 
Chicago; but here the advance has eulminat- 
ed for the present. City hhds. have been 
offered at 3%, and no business has thus far 
followed. Late sales of barrels have been 
made at 344 to 3% for common; 3% to 4 for 
good; and 4 to 44% for fine quality. A few 
sales of Edible at 4% to 4%. In all proba- 
bility these prices must be lowered, although 
some of them are hardly above the parity of 
hhds., even now. Receipts here have been 
moderate for weeks past, showing that a 
larger proportion than usual has been held 
baex for better prices. 

The demand for Grease stearin being main- 
ly for exportation, prices have not varied 
greatly; although they are somewhat higher. 
At the close standard grades may be called 
worth 3% for yellow and 3% to 3% for white. 
Lard stearine is quotable at 6; and Oleomar- 
garine stearine, which advanced rapidly, en- 
tirely on a consumptive demand, is now held 
at 644; with latest sales at 6. Greases have 
been variously affected. Special makes of 
fine stock are held fully % cent a pound 
higher than a few weeks ago. Very low 
grades show an average advance of possibly 
Ke, while good brown and low yellow show 
very little change. White lard stock sold at 
5% to 3%, and some makers demand now 4 
to 44,—rates undoubtedly excessive. Fer- 
tilizers have been in good request, with re- 
cent sales of tankage at $1.70 and 10c. here.

Cottonseed has continued to 
rise notwithstanding exporters’ resales. Prime

HENRY CLEWS oN KLONDIKE GOLD. 


Henry Clews, the vetefan Wall Street brok- 
er, was asked what he thought of the Klon- 
dike gold fields and their effect upon the 
times. He said: 

“They will make better times. We will 
have a big lot of new gold from Alaska, and 
the output from the other regions of the 
world will steadily increase. More than one 
thousand millions of gold will be added to 
the gold supply of the world within the next 
four years. We will have $250,000,000 of a 
product this year, and this we should have 
had without Alaska. Now, Alaska promises 
to come in with somewhere between $10, ,000,- 
000 and $50,000,000 a year, and there is no 
telling when the golden flood will stop. It 
has already practically driven the silver ques- 
tion out of the market, and it may bring the 
two metals to a parity,’
